Legislation. 


WASHINGTON, July 28.—When the for- 


mer conference broke up the house 
members were disposed to hold out lor 
the concessions on' cutlery and steel 
rails. The prospects now are that the 
rate on rails will be lowered somewhat, 
uut that the cutlery rate will not be 
changed. Tho senate conferees will 
probably accept the house rate of $1 
per pound on wrapper tobacco, retaining 
the senate phraseology. There will also 
be some changes in the woolen schedule. 
Tho senate hill provides a duty of 40 per 
cent on articles class of less than 50 per 
cent per pound value, and 50 per cent on 
articles of greater value. The indica- 
tions are that the rate will he made to 


PC6liairman Wilson saw several mem- 
bers oi the house in the early partol the 
day 
Wilson regarded tho situation cx- 


trcmelv precarious, and as presenting a 
choice'between the senate bill, some- 
what modified, and the continuance ol 
the McKinley law. lie regarded the 
former as tho lesser evil. 


Members of tho house in speaking ol 


accenting the senate bill used words as 
meaning coal, iron and sugar. As there 
is no doubt oi a compromise on many 
other schedules, on these items the 
house members feel that there may he 
some slight change in the senate rates, 
although the substantial features will 
stand 
Cotton cloths and cotton yarns 


will probably be reduced about 5 per 
cent, as will laces and embroideries, on 
which its rate will probably ho made 4.) 
instead of 50 cents. Tho rates on china 
and ciirtbcnwaro, which are slightly 
higher than those of the senate, will bo 
nccepted. The senate probably will re- 
cede from its increase of the tobacco 
tax, ami it is said probably that there 
will he a compromise on the bonded 
period extension, the tax being fixed at 
11 and the bonded period at live years.

U> make any concession on the principle 
articles in dispute, and that in their 
opinion tbo conference v.'ould have to 
adopt practically the senate hill or there 
would ho no tariff legislation, lie 
house Democratic conferees after tho 
general confer, nee with the senate ended 
retired, and four of the house conferees 
held a eecrel cession.

MILWAUKEE, Wis., July 28.—The pros- 


perous town of Phillips, the county 
seat of Price county, is in ashes. Three 
thousand people are homeless. Thir- 
teen lives were lost. All the dead were 
drowned in Elk lake while trying to 
escape from the tire, except one man 
whose charred body was found in the 
ruins of a house. The loss to property 
in Phillips alone is over a million and a 
quarter of 
dollars. Several families 


with some of their possessions boarded 
a floating boat bouse and pushed out into 
the lake. Soon the craft began to sink 
and then they took to the boats hut in 
tho gale capsized almost immediately 
and were drowned. 
' 


Tho volunteer lire department had 


been working two days to prevent the 
llamcs 
coming to Phillips. As tho 


flames approached the roar ol tho (ire 
could be heard across the 
swamp. 


When it was evident Phillips would be 
destroyed the Davis Lumber Company 
made a train ol its cars to take the 
women and children to a place of safety. 
The train proceeded a short distance 
when tbo bridge burned and the.cars 
were forced to return to the blanmg 
city. Later many wore conveyed to 
Prentice, twelve miles distant. There 
is much suffering for lack of food. A 
relief committee has been organized and 
is securing supplies Irom neighboring 
towns. Six carloads of provisions left 
Milwaukee tonight in charge oi Gover- 
nor Peck.

CUNNING CHINESE. 


They Counterfeit the Sperry Flour 


Sacks. 


Tho Chinese over in their own flow- 


cry kingdom may bo slow in KWIW 
things, but in others they are up to thy 
latest tricks of civilisMiUoii. 


For several yean aouie piratical Chi- 


nese llrina across the i'acitic have been 
iufringinji on tho brand of the Sperry 
mill Hour, and it is only (mite recently 
that a atop has been put to the busi- 
ness. 
The flour made at the Sperry mill is 


considered by the English importers at 
Hongkong tho lineal made anywhere in 
the world, and it bring* the top figure. 
It eells in China for about $1.75 a sack, 
Mexican money. Other brands of Hour 
are cheaper, eouie being 50 cents less in 
price per sack. 


Several years ago Snerry & Co. ascer- 


tained that inferior grades of (lour were 
being Bold in China under their brand, 
and they sent an agent across the ocean 
to investigate. Ho found that cloth 
identical with that UEed in making the 
Sperry Hour sacks was being manufac- 
tured by a Bombay cotton mill and eent 
to China, where it was printed. Tho 
brand was an exact duplicate of the gen- 
uine one, and so the fraud was beyond 
detection BO far us the dealers were con- 
cerned. The sacks were then filled with 
the cheap Oregon flour, which was put 
on the market as genuine Sperry flour. 
The Chinese (Inns engaged in the busi- 
ness reaped a big-harvest. 


Sperry & Co. then registered their 


brand, and as an additional precaution, 
secured specially woven cloth from the 
Eastern cotton mill which furnishes 
them with aacka. The cloth had two 
blue stripes running through it. The 
effect of this move was Been at once, aa 
it put an immediate atop to the fraud. 


Later on, however, it was found that 


imposition was again being practiced, 
and another investigation was under- 
taken. It resulted in the discovery that 
empty Bperry aacka were being brought 
up and refilled with Oregon flour. 
As 


the sacks could be purchased in China 
at from 5 to 10 cents apiece there re- 
mained a big profit for the Chinese en- 
gaged in tho business. 
It was decided to take legal action 


against the people who were refilling the 
sacks and thus selling low-Grade flour 
under a false brand. The suita were de- 
cided recently in favor of the Sperry 
people and since then the corporation 
baa experienced 
no trouble of that
